THE LIFE OF QUEEN VICTORIA. 


Lirr has been described, with a fidelity which the experience of 
every man must attest, as “а mingled yarn;" but with the ex- 
ception of the event which cast its cloud upon her cradle, the life of 
the illustrious person, the leading features in whose history it is our 
purpose to sketch, has been one golden thread of unbroken pros- 
perity. Seldom, indeed, can the biographer write this of the humblest 
actor in the great drama of life, and still more rarely of tbose who sit 
in the high places of the world, exposed to the tempests by which the 
humb'er denizens of the valley are unscathed. Тһе genealogy of 
our gracious Sovereign is too dearly familiar to every English- 
man, to render it other than a matter of formal detail to state that 
she was the daughter of Edward, Duke of Kent and Strathern 
(fourth son of George 111. ), by his second marriage with her 
Serene Highness Princess Dowager Maria Louisa Victoria, sister 
to his Royal Highness Leopold George Frederick, Prince of Со- 
burg, and widow of his Serene Highness Charles Louis, Prince of 
Leivingen. The Princess Alexandrina Victoria, our present So- 
Vereign, was born at Kensington Palace on Monday, the 24th 
day of May, 1819; there being officially present on the occasion, his 
late Royal Highness the Duke of Sussex, his Grace the Duke of 
Wellington, the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, the Earl Bathurst, Mr. Canning, the Bishop of London, and 
Mr. Vansittart. The intention of her illustrious mother to suckle 
the royal infant was early announced, Among the court news of 
the day, we find that the Prince Regent, afterwards George IV., 
was very constant and anxious in his inquiries at Kensington Palace. 
It is a coincidence, probably worth recording, that had the old style 
been preserved, the birth of the Princess Alexandrina Victoria would 
have been on the same day in the kalendar as that of her grandfather 
George the Third. 


CHRISTENING OF THE PRINCESS. 


The private christening of the infant Princess was solemnised 
on the 24th of June, 1819, the royal gold font having been 
removed from the Tower to Kensington Palace for the occa- 
sion. The Archbishop of Canterbury, assisted by the Bishop of 
London, officiated, and the sponsors were Н. К. Н. the Prince 
Regent, who attended in person; the Emperor of all the Russias, 
represented by II. R. Н. the Duke of York; the Queen Dowager 
of Wirtemburg, represented by the Princess Augusta; and H. 5. H. 
the Duchess Dowager of Coburg, represented by the Duchess of 
Gloucester. Among the royal and noble personages present was 
H. R. Н. Prince Leopold. In the December following the birth 
of the Princess, we find her sojourning with her illustrious parents 
at Sidmouth, where the royal infant had a narrow and most 
providential escape from death ; a boy who was shooting small birds 
having pursued his amusement so closely under the windows of the 
royal residence, that а charge of shot penetrated a рапе of glass, 
und passed very close to the head of the Princess, who was in the 
urms of her nurse. It was here, and within a few days of the event 
we have just recorded, that the brightness of her happy home was 
overcast by a calamity which, whether it occur in the cottage or the 
palace, and whether it take away the peasant who is looked up to for 
the necessities of the hour, or the prince whose guidance in tria s 
more perilous than even those of poverty is scarcely less essential to 
Lis child, is alike irreparable. 


DEATH OF THE DUKE OF KENT. 


His Royal Highnessthe Duke of Kent was reported on the 15th of 
January, 1820, to be suffering from severe cold; he became rapidly 
worse, and expired on the 23d ofthe same month, ‘The truest criterion 
by which to measure the affliction of his bereaved widow was the un- 
remitting devotion with which she attended the royal sufferer, which 
was beyond all praise. She never laid aside her clothes for five nights, 
and every medicine was administered by herown hands, The origin of 
his Royal Highness's fatal illness appears to have been his sitting in 
wet boots after a walk with Captain Conroy. The royal Duke was 
buried at Windsor on the 12ih of February, The House of Com- 
mons voted the widowed Duchess an address of condolence, which 
she received with the infant Princess in her arms, and in replying to 
which she expressed herself as proud in saying that the country of 
her lamented husband had become hers by affection and inclination. 
Her Royal Highness received an address from the Lords on the 
same day. The Duchess of Kent, for some time after her melan- 
choly bereavement, lived in great seclusion at Kensington Palace, 
occasionally visiting Claremont. In the autumn of 1821 the Duchess 
and the infant Princess visited Bognor, and in that of 1822 Rams- 
gate, ућеге ме find them again in the autumn of 1824. Jn August, 
1826, they visited his Majesty at Windsor Castle, and from thence 
returned to Kensington and proceeded to ‘Tunbridge Wells. Іп 
August, 1830, we find the Duchess of Kent with her illustrious 
daughter residing at Malvern, making excursions to the various 
objects of interest іп the neighbour hood, and visiting and entertaining 
the nobility of thecountry. ‘The most munificent donations made to 
the local charities will cause her Royal Highness's stay at Malvern — 
a period of ten weeks —to be long remembered by the inhabitants; 
and the same liberality marked the sojourn of the royal party at 
Bath. How nobly her Royal Highness exerted herself to supply to 
the Princess the less of her illustrious father, will be shown by the 
assiduous care bestowed on the education of the royal infant. 

In 1831 we find her Royal Highness the Princess Victoria, who 
until the accession of her uncle William IV, had been almost exclu- 
sively under German instructors, placed under entirely English tutors, 
Mr. Ames appears to have given her lectures on the British Consti- 
tution, and Mr. Westall to have sup: rintended her studies in drawing. 
At this period we find that the young Princess had acquired con- 
siderable proficiency in the Latin language, having been able to read 
Virgil and Horace with great fluency. It seems, however, that at 
this time, from her having been so long under German masters, she 
spoke English with a slightly Гешопіс accent. To show the interest 
which her royal uncle, the present King of the Belgians, took in the 
progress of his interesting relation, it is recorded that a monthly 
register of her Royal Hizhnes,’s studies was kept and forwarded 
regularly to Prince Leopold. Irom this period we find the Duchess 
of Kent and the Princess attending the entertainments of their 
Majesties and visiting the aristocracy, On the 24th of May, 1831, 
the anniversary of the Princess's birthday, their Majesties gave a 
grand ball to the juvenile branches of the nobility in honour of the 
occasion, at which the Duchess cf Kent and her daughter were 
present, On the ^8th of the same month the Princess was for the 
first time present at a drawing-room, and having been for some 
period, from the peculiar circumstances of the royal family, regarded 
as the future sovereign, must have been an object of the most intense 
interest to the aristocracy by whom she was surrounded ; an interest 
which her own simple style of beauty must in no common degree 
have enhanced, Нег dress, too, must have been singularly elegant 
and becoming, it being of white crape, embroidered with silver, over 
whitesatin. From Augusttill October ofthe same year, the Duchess 
of Kent and the Princess were residing at Norris Castle, in the Isle 
of Wight. Here the Duchess devoted much of her time in in- 
vestigating the state of the local charities, and contributing to their 
funds: what more worthy example could be held up to the future 
Queen of England? Тһе affability of both mother and daughter to 
those with whem they came in contact, and especially to the sailors 
aud officers on the coast, was the theme of constant eulogium. It is 
d »'ibtless to her Majesty’s frequent sojourns at the sea-side during 
her younger years, that we are to attribute the taste for naval excur- 
sions in which her Majesty has indulged since her accession to the 
ti one, and especially of late years, We have heard several officers 


attention to herself and royal daughter, In October, 1832, the 
Duchess and the Princess Victoria visited Eaton Hall, the seat of 
the Marquis of Westminster, to which they were escorted by the 
yeomanry cavalry. The next visit appears to have been to Chats- 
worth, by the noble owner of which they were received and enter- 
tained in a style of magnificence worthy of his royal guests, and to 
which the reception of Elizabeth at Kenilworth may alone be com- 
pared. Then followed a visit to the Earl and Countess of Shrews- 
bury at Alton ‘lowers, where the royal party was greeted by the 
acclamations of an immense multitude from the surrounding country, 
who had been kindiy admitted into the grounds on the occasion. 

From the manner in which the Duchess and her illustrious daugh- 
ter were every where received, their progress during this tour appears 
to have partaken of the nature of а triumphal procession. Perhaps, 
however, the most imposing, and with reference to the instruction 
intended to be conveyed to the young Princess, most interesting, 
reception they experienced was at Belper, whither they proceeded, 
attended by a large party of nobility, to inspect the cotton mills of 
the Messrs, Strutt, which, says Dr. Ure in his work on the Fac- 
tory System, ‘һауе for half a century furnished steady employment 
and comfortable subsistence to a population of many thousand indi- 
viduals,” At Matlock all was preparation to receive the royal party ; 
even several fine trees were cut down and placed in the line of pro- 
cession, hung with festoons of flowers, "l'hcir reception at the mills 
was enthusiastic ; they were conducted over the works by the pro- 
prietors, and after expressing their admiration not only at the ma- 
chinery but at the healthy appearance of the persons employed in 
the vorks, returned to Chatsworth. 

To follow the steps of the royal tourists during the excursion to 
which we have alluded, gratifying though it might be to our readers, 
would not consist with the limits prescribed to us. ‘Their tour ter- 
minated with a visit to the University of Oxford, by the authorities 
of which they were received with the honours due to their illustrious 
station ; and a convocation was held on the occasion at the theatre, 
where they were most rapturously cheered. After visiting the 
various objects of interest in the city and university, they were con- 
ducted to the university printing office, where the process of Printing 
was exhibited and explained to the young Princess, to whom, as wel 
as to the Duchess, a copy of the Bible, splendidly bound in morocco, 
was presented on their departure. Grateful indeed to her Royal 
Highness the Duchess of Kent must have been the hearty acclama- 
tions with which she was every where received, reading as she did іп 
them an attachment to her daughter, inspired not more by her posi- 
tion than her personal graces; while she could not but feel that the 
manner in which she had brought up the illustrious Princess had no 
slight influence in eliciting the popular approbation. We are not of 
those who subscribe to the vox populi vox Dei maxim, but err as 
the populace of England may and often do on national questions, 
they are never wrong in their estimate of private virtue. But if 
there were rejoicing hearts among the crowds who thus welcomed 
the royal pair, there were some anxious ones, and many a prayer 
went silently but fervently to Him in whose rule and governance 
are the hearts of kings, that He would guide aright the heart and 
councils of England's future Queen. 

On the 24th of May, 1833, a grand ball was given at St. James's 
Palace, in honour of the Princess Victoria's birthday. Congratula- 
tory visits were paid by the royal family, nobility, &c. On the Ist 
of July following, her Royal Highness the Duchess of Kent and 
the Princess Victoria left Kensington Palace for Portsmouth, where 
they embarked in the admiral's barge and proceeded to the Emerald 
cutter, which conveyed them to Cowes. Their next visit was to 
Weymouth; and on the 2d of August following we find them at 
Plymouth, where they were received with naval and military honours, 
and were greeted with enthusiasm by the public. Addresses were 
presented, &c. Оп the 27th their Royal Highnesses witnessed the 
annual review of pilots, which seems to have interested the young 
Princess greatly. On the 26th the Earl of Yarborough gave a 
splendid fete to their Royal Highnesses and a large party at St. 
Lawrence. On the 15th of September they visited the Queen of 
Portugal and the Duchess of Braganza at Portsmouth. The 
fifteenth anniversary of the Рипсезув birthday was celebrated in 
1834 by a grand ball at St. James's, at which the graceful dancing of 
her Royal Highness was the theme of general praise. In the be- 

inning of August, 1834, after a visit to the Earl of Liverpool at 

Juxted Park, their Royal Highnesses proceeded to ‘Tunbridge 
Wells, where they were received with the most marked respect. ‘The 
yeomanry and a large body of the inhabitants assembled to welcome 
their Royal Highnesses, and forty young ladies strewed flowers 
before them. During their sojourn at Tunbridge Weils, the dis- 
tinguished visitors honoured the theaire with their presence, and on 
the 23d of September they reviewed the Tunbridge Wells troop of 
yeomanry cavalry. Іп October the Duchess of Kent gave a series 
of dinner parties at Calverly House (Tunbridge Wells), from which 
in the early part of. November they removed to St. Leonard's; 
where, after a journey which had many of the features of a tri- 
umphal procession, they were received with the strongest demonstra- 
tions of attachment, and in the evening the town was illuminated, 
In April, 1835, we find their OT Highnesses again on a visit to 
the Earl of Liverpool at Buxted Park. On the 30th of July follow- 
ing her Royal Highness was confirmed at the chapel royal, the King 
and Queen, the Duchessof Kent, and other distinguished personages 
being present on the so.emn and interesting occasion. Their Royal 
Зая spent nearly the whole of August, 1835, at Tunbridge 
Wells. On the 3d of September they left Kensington Palace on a 
visit to the Archbishop of York at Bishopsthorpe, and on the 7th 
they honoured the grand musical festival at York with their presence. 
They were most enthusiastically received by the good citizens of 
York, and their reception at the festival was equally marked. After 
visiting the Karl and Countess of Harewood, and Earl Fitzwilliam, 
they witnessed Doncaster races, where they were warmly greeted. 
On the 18th they visited Belvoir Castle (the seat of the Duke of Rut- 
land), and on the 25th returned to Kensington Palace. On the 27th 
their Royal Highnesses arrived at Ramsgate to receive the King 
and Queen of the Belgians. ‘Their reception must have been most 
gratifying; arches were erected, the houses were decorated with 
flags and flowers, and the town was brilliantly illuminated at night. 
Their Royal Highvesses visited the Duke of Wellington at Walmer 
Castle on the 10th of October. In January, 1836, they returned to 
Kensington. In September of the same year they visited Ram-gate, 
and remained until the 1st of December. 


THE PRINCESS'S LEGAL MAJORITY. 

On the 24th of Мау, 1837, her Royal Highness attained her 
majority, conditional on the demise of the crown. If the day 
had not all the importance cf the events previously recorded in this 
sketch, it was inferior to none in point of interest. _ It was welcomed 
in the neighbourhood to which her Royal Highness's residence from 
her childhood had endeared her, with an enthusiasm which spoke 
more cloquently than we can write, ‘The old church of Kensington 
displayed the union-jack, to which the heart of every Englishman 
warms, and a silk flag of pure white surmounted the palace. At ten 
minutes before seven a party of thirty-seven gentlemen, in full dress, 
stationed themselves under the window of her Royal Highness, and 
executed a serenade; we regret that we cannot find space for the 
three lyrics which were sung on the occasion, The whole concluded 
with the national anthem, in which an immense concourse cf well- 
dressed persons, previously apprised of their intention, joined with 
“heart” as well as уос. In the evening a ball was given at St. 
James’s Palace in honour of the occasion, which, however, from the 
melancholy indisposition of the monarch, was not graced by the pre- 
sence of himself and royal consort, It was attended by all the great 


officers of state in full dress, the foreign ambassadors, the élte of 


the nobility, and military, and state dress was the order of the night, 


to which the glorious Duke, who appeared in the plain uniform of 
Warden of the Cinque Ports, formed a characteristic exception. Her 
Royal Highness the Princess Victoria was attired in a blonde dress 


over a white satin slip, sparingly decorated with roses and brilliants. 
A slight wreath of geraniums and jasmine, with abundance of bril- 
liants, formed her head-dress. 
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Тће ball was opened by a quadrille, |

THE ACCESSION. 2 

By the death of our late most gracious sovereign William IV., 
which took place at 12 minutes past 2 o'clock on the morning of Tues- 
day the 20th of June,1837, the Princess Alexandrina Victoria was called 
to the throne of these realms. ‘he late King by many an act which 
bespoke his sympathy with all classes of his subjects, had endeared 
himself to their memory, and a deep and very general feeling of 
grief for his departure pervaded the nation, It was natural, how- 
ever, that with every sentiment оҒ sorrow and respect for the dead, 
the people should look to his successor with an interest which, under 
any circumstance, would he absorbing, but which was greatly en- 
hanced on the occasion of so young, so lovely, and so beloved a 
Princess assuming the almost appalling responsibility of a monarchy 
оп whose territory the sun never sets. The lords of the privy council 
assembled on the same day at Kensington Palace, on which occasion 
her Majesty caused all the members of the late King's privy council 
to be sworn of her own. "The trial must have been a most severe one 
to her Majesty; but while she, doubtless, looked for support to the 
only unfailing source of it, there was much in the character of the 
nobles whom the occasion had gathered around her, to assuré her that 
she had, under Providence, many earthly supports in that trying hour. 
There were about her statesmen, who, in whatever points they might 
otherwise differ, were united in their loyalty to her throne and at- 
tachment to her person; men who had already served the illustrious 
monarch who had immediately preceded her, and who were ready to 
devote the same zeal, integrity, and ability to her. Her own 
uncles the Dukes of Cumberland (the King of Hanover) and Sussex 
were also by her side, and there too was the hero of a hundred fights, 
whose presence, had ће stood alone, would have inspired confidence 
in the young Queen. We cannot refrain from giving the names of 
the illustrious personages by whom her Majesty was surrounded, and 
whose signatures were also appended to the proclamation.

The declaration made by the young Queen to her assembled nobles 
is an interesting document, which we will therefore quote entire: — 


“Тһе severe and afflicting loss which the nation has sustained by 
the death of his Majesty, my beloved uncle, has devolved upon me 
the duty of administering the government of this empire. This awful 
responsibility is imposed upon me so suddenly and at so early a 
period of my life, that I should feel myself utterly opprest by the 
burthen, were I not sustained by the hope that Divine Providence, 
which has called me to this work, will give me strength for the per- 
formance of it, and that 1 shall find, in Ше purity of my intentions, 
and in my zcal for the public welfare, that support and those resources 
which usually belong to a more mature age, aud to longer experience, 

* | place my firm reliance upon the wisdom of Parliament and upon 
the loyalty and affection of my peop:e. l estcem it also a peculiar 
advantage, that 1 succeed to a sovereign whose constant regard for 
the rights and liberties of his subjects, and whose desire to promote 
the amelioration of the laws and institutions of the country, have 
rendered his name the object of general attachment and veneration, 

* Educated in England, underthe tender and enlightened care of a 
most affectionate mother, І have learned from my infancy to respect 
and love the constitution of my native country. 

“Tt will be my unceasing study to maintain the reformed religion 
as by law establ shed, securing atzthe same time to all the full enjoy- 
ment of religious liberty ; and I shall steadily protect the rights, and 
promote to the utmost of my power the happiness and welfare, of all 
classes of my subjects.” 


THE PROCLAMATION. 


The nest passage in the life of our young Queen, in order of time 
as well as importance, is the proclamation, or, in point of fact, her 
presentation to the people, a ceremony which from long, if not im- 
memorial usage, takes place from the window of the painted 
chamber, too well-known to need description. 

The ceremonial was fixed to take place at ten o'clock on the 
Wednesday morning after the accession. 

The crowd which had collected early to see the procession come 
forth was greater than was remembered on the last two occasions—the 
proclamation of her Majesty’s uncle, King George the Fourth, or 
King William, our late most gracious sovereign. ‘There was a 
guard of honour in St. James's Street to accompany the proclamation 
procession, and another was drawn up in the great cou rt-yard facing 
Marlborough House, in which some thousands of ladies were as- 
sembled, it being known that her Majesty would present herself 
to her people at the window looking into the court from the 
Tapestry Chamber. The guard was stationed outside the liue of the 
people, who were admitted within about forty yards of where her Ma. 
Jesty was to appear. 

At 10 o'clock precisely, a double royal salute from the park guns 
was fired, to announce the commencement of the ceremony of the 
proclamation, ‘This was instantly answered by peals from the bells 
of St. Martin's-in-the- Fields aud St. Margaret's, Westminster. 

Sir William Woods, king of arms, with the heralds and pursui- 
vans in their robes of office, and eight otlicers of arms on horseback 
(the latter in deep mourning), and bearing silver maces, were in аё.

* of London, do now hereby with one voice and consent of tongue pro- 
claim the High and Mighty Princess Alexandrina Victoria is now, 
by the death of our late Sovereign William the Fourth, of happy 
memory, become our only lawful and rightful liege Lady Alexandrina 
Victoria 1., Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith (and so forth), to whom we acknowledge all faith and constant 
obedience, with all humble and hearty affection, beseeching God, by 
whom Kings and Queens do reign, to bless the Royal Princess 
Alexandrina Victoria with long and happy years (о reign. God save 
the Queen.” 4 

The words “ God save the Queen” were instantly taken up by 
the assembled people, and repeated amid renewed cheering, her 
Majesty curtseying gracefully the whole time. D. 

er Majesty, though excited by her novel position, looked un- 
commonly well, and was evidently very much gratified by the 
loyal demonstrations which had greeted her first appearance as a 
Queen. Тһе fineness of the day added much to the effect of the 
scene; and the brilliant light thrown upon the tabards of the heralds, 
and the rich robes of the pursuivauts, increased the splendour of the 
show.

The cavalcade moved city-wards, and halting at Charing Cross, the 
proclamation was read ; the pageant then proceeded to Temple Bar, 
which, according to ancient usage, was of course closed, when rouge 
croix pursuivant at arms advanced between two trumpeters, and the 
trumpets having “sounded thrice,” he knocked at the gate. Pre. 
viously to this the Jord mayor, attended by the civic authorities in 
state, had taken up his station opposite the entrance to the Temple, 
known as the Middle Temple Lane Gate. The senior city marshal 
then rode up, and when under the archway asked, “ Who comes 
there?” То this the reply was, “ The officer at arms, who demands 
entrance into the city to proclaim her royal Majesty Alexandrina 
Victoria Queen of the United Kingdom." The city marshal then 
admitted rouge croix pursuivant at arms within the walls of the city 
of London, and conducted him to the lord mayor, who, on being 
made acquainted with the object of his visit, directed the admission 
of the whole of the attendant cavalcade. 

Rouge croix, receiving this permission, returned to the western 
side of the boundary, when the gates of Temple Bar were opened to

Балы cocher of Chancery Lane the proclamation was read a third 
inthe proclamation was subsequently read at the corner of Wood 
Street in Cheapside, and lastly at the Royal Exchange, on each oc- 
casion with the same formalities. Her Majesty was proclaimed on 
a subsequent day at the Tower Hamlets in the usual form. 


VISIT TO THE CITY. 

The next memorable occasion on which our gracious Sovereign 
appeared in public, was her visit to the city of London, on the Lord 
Mayor's Day of 1837. А similar honour had been designed for the 
corporation by her Majesty's immediate predecessor on the throne, 
but when on the eve of its being conferred, was frustrated by counsels, 
which, albeit out of the guild to whom the compliment was to be 
paid, we did not hold to have been those of absolute wisdom, and the 
event confirmed our opinion. So long a period had elapsed since 
royalty had been entertained by the corporation, to whom its bitterest 
foes cannot deny the merit of the most liberal hospitality, that every 
day which brought the event nearer added to the excitement ex- 
perienced by all ranks of the metro»olis, where the day was kept as 
a general holiday. It was, indeed, а proud day for the citizens of 
London, and they did their best to deserve the honour. Our limits 
will not permit us to give the details of the royal procession towards 
the city, or the arrangements for preserving order, which were highly 
creditable to the authorities both within and without the city. he 
royal cortege proceeded to Гетр!е Bar, where her Majesty was re- 
ceived with the usual ceremonies by the lord mayor. 4 А 
Of the out-of-door's scene, if we may be allowed the expression, it 
is impossible to imagine either the splendour or effect. Ihe whole 
line of procession from west to east was kept by the military, and the 
windows from the ground-floors tothe attics were filled with ladies 
splendidly dressed.. Sums, exceeding belief, were asked and given 
for whole windows and single seats, so strong was the excitement 
which prevailed оп the occasion. Оп the way from Temple Bar to 
Guildhall the royal procession halted, in order that her Majest might 
receive an address from Christ's Hospital, the institution pleading 
its ancient privilege. The address was delivered by the senior 
scholar Frederick СИ та Nash, from a platform on that part of St.

These аге 
not the indications of interested adulation offered to greatness in the 
zenith of its power; they are the outpourings of an ardent and affec- 
tionate spirit, that pervades and animates, as one man, the mighty 
masses of assembled multitudes, eager to testify, in the fervour of 
British feeling, their attachment to a constitutional sovereign in the 
person of their beloved Queen. ‘The most gracious declaration and 
assurance pronounced by your Majesty, and published to the world, 
upon ascending the throne of the united kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, are yet fresh in the memory and glowing in the heart 
of a grateful and confiding people. In the exercise of the highest 
privilege we enjoy, that of persoual communication with the Sove- 
reign, и was reserved for the citizens of London to receive from the 
lips of royalty the avonal of those principles that proved the happy 
means of transferring to your Majesty's ancestors the hereditary 
sceptre of these realms. Deign therefore, most gracious lady, with 
renewed assurances of their devoted loyalty, to accept from the citi- 
zens of London the humble but sincere offering of their poor thanks 
and imperfect acknowledgments for the honour this day conferred 
upon them by your Majesty's auspicious visit in the heart of the me- 
tropolis of this favoured empire. May your Majesty long live in the 
enjoyment of health, and of the choicest gifts that Providence can 
bestow —to communicate to your subjects, and to experience on the 
throne the blessings that attend the good government of a free, 
happy, and religious people.” 


Her Majesty emphatically returned the following answer: — 


“I thank you for this loyal and affectionate address, and I have 
much pleasure in receiving it here and upon this occasion. I entirely 
concur in the sentiments which it expresses. It has been the custom 
of the kings and queens, my predecessors, to visit upon their acces- 
sion the city of London, and my regard for this great commercial 
community, the metropolis of my empire, renders it to me a great 
satisfaction to follow their example.” 


Her Majesty was then graciously pleased to order letters patent to 
be made out, conferring a baronetcy on the lord mayor, and to 
knight the new sheriffs, now Sir John Carroll and Sir Moses Mon- 
tefiore. The latter gentleman is the first of his persuasion, it is said, 
that ever was knighted. Тһе lord mayor then introduced the alder- 
men and their ladies, who kissed hands; after which her Majesty 
returned to the retiring chamber with the Duchesses of Kent, Сат- 
bridge, and Gloucester. ‘This ceremony occupied about half an hour. 
The nobility, the foreign ambassadors, the judges, and other guests 
who had the privilege ot entre to the drawing-room, then proceeded 
to the hall, and took their seats at the banquet-tables. At five o'clock 
Mr. Charles Bleaden, who provided the entertainment, announced 
that the banquet was ready. Тһе chairman of the committee imme- 
diately proceeded to the Queen’s retiring room, and, through the 
lord chamberlain, communicated the fact to her Majesty. Attwenty 
minutes after five the Queen descended to the hall, preceded by the 
lord mayor and Jady mayoress, and the royal family, and, amidst the 
acclamations of the company, took her seat on the throne. Her 
Majesty then commanded the lord mayor and lady mayoress to take 
their seats. ‘The orchestra was conducted in admirable style by Sir 
George Smart, and consisted of all the principal vocal and instru- 
mental performers in the metropolis. Sir George Smart, in the 
course of his preparations for the occasion, when requiring that cer- 
tain pieces should be played over again, said, “ We must be very 
particular, for if we are at all at fault her Majesty's car will detect 
our blunder.” At the Queen's table were seated on her right, in 
the following order — The Duke of Sussex, the Duchess of Kent, 
the Duke of Cambridge, Prince George of Cambridge, and the 
Duchess of Sutherland. On her Majesty's left sat the Duchess of 
Cambridge, the Princess Augusta of Cambridge, and the Countess 
of Mulgrave. Her Majesty frequently expressed her gratification 
at the splendour which surrounded her, and the intimation was con- 
veyed to the committee in very flattering terms. The common crier, 
about an hour after her Majesty took her seat on the throne, advanced 
into the middle of the hall, and said, “Тһе Right Hon. the Lord 
Mayor gives the health of our most gracious Sovereign Queen Vic- 
копа. Тһе company rose, and amidst loud applauses, and the swell 
of music in the orchestra, drank the toast, ** God save the Queen” was 
then sung by the principal vocalists, ‘fhe town crier then advanced 
and announced the toast from her Majesty, of health to the Lord 
Mayor and prosperity to the City of London.” Her Majesty re- 
tired at twenty minutes past eight, from the hall to the drawing-room, 
and at half past eight her carriage was announced and the royal 
guest departed, leaving the citizens proud of the honour which had 
been conferred on them, as well as gratified by the condescension of 
their illustrious visitor. ‘Che streets at night, in the whole line of 
procession, were one blaze of illumination. ‘The utmost order and 
good humour prevailed among the populace throughout the day, and 
we were especially pleased with the admirable understanding which 
existed between them and the soldiery. 


THE CORONATION. 


We now come to an event, the splendour and solemnity of which 
give it an importance above all others in the life of a monarch — the 
coronation — which has wisely and piously been made a religious 
ceremony ; and, connected as itis with the destinies of millions, a 
more solemn and impressive one can scarcely be imagined. Ina 
free country like England, there must necessarily be more heart оп 
such a ceremony than in a despotic one, where there is little sympathy 
between the monarch and the subject. Hence it is that amongst us 
there is, apart from the pageantry of such a scene, an interest which 
diffuses itself throughout every class of the community. Our limits 
will not admit of our giving the processional details, as they 
would occupy a space which we should best consult the tastes of our 
readers by devoting to the solemn ceremonial itself. 


THE CEREMONIAL. 


The Coronation took place on the 98th of June, 1838, and the day, 
so long expected by a people anxious to do honourto their sovereign, 
was a propitious опе. ‘I'he Queen, on reaching Westminster Abbey, 
passed the south side of the great throne to the chair of state, 
used as the throne of recognition, and, after her private devotion 
(kneeling on her faldstool), took her seat, the bishops, her support- 
ers, standing on each side; the noblemen bearing the four swords on 
her Majesty's right hand, the sword of state DOE nearest to the 
royal person ; the lord great chamberlain and the lord high constable 
on the left; the other great officers of state, the noblemen bearing 
the regalia, the Dean of Westminster, deputy garter, and black rod, 
stood near the Queen's chair; the bishops bearing the Bible, the 
chalice, and the patina, standing near the pulpit; and the train 
bearers, the lord chamberlain of the household, and the groom of the 
robes, behind her Majesty. 

The mistress of the robes, the ladies of the bedchamber, the maids 
of honour, and the women of the bedchamber, passed to the seats 
provided for them. 

The master of the horse, the gold stick, the captain-general of the 
archer guard of Scotland, the captain of the band of gentlemen-at- 
arms, and the captain of the yeomen of the guard, passed to their 
seats as peers; and the keeper of her Majesty's privy purse went to 
à seat provided for him. 


THE RECOGNITION. 


On the conclusion of the anthem, the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
together with the lord chancellor, the lord great chamberlain, the 
lord high constable, and the earl marshal, preceded by deputy garter, 
moved to the east side of the area, where the, archbishop made the 
recognition thus — “ Sirs, I here present unto you Queen Victoria, 
the undoubted Queen of this realm ; wherefore, all you who are 
come this day to do your homage, are you willing to do the same?” 


and repeating the same at the south, west, and. north sides of the 
area; during which time her Majesty was standing up by her 
chair, and turned towards the people on the side at which the recog- 
nition was made; the people replying to each demand with loud and 
repeated acclamations of * God ‘save Queen Victoria ;" and at the 
last recognition the trumpets sounded and the drums beat. Тһе 
bearers of the regalia during the recognition remained standing about 
her Majesty. 

Her Majesty then resumed her seat; and the Bible, the chalice, 
and the patina were carried to and placed upon the altar by the 
bishops who had borne them, who then retired to their seats. 

The great officers resumed their station near her Majesty. 

Two officers of the wardrobe then spread a rich cloth of gold, and 
placed a cushion on it, for her Majesty to kneel on, at the steps of 
the altar, 
proceeded to the altar, put on

THE FIRST OFFERING, 

The Queen, attended by the two bishops her supporters, and the 
Dean of Westminster, the great officers, and the noblemen bearing 
the regalia and the four swords going before her Majesty, then 
passed to the altar, where her Majesty, kneeling upon the cushion, 
made her first offering of a pall, or altar-cloth of gold, which was de- 
livered by an officer of the wardrobe to the lord chamberlain, by his 
lordship to the lord great chamberlain, and by him to the Queen, who 
delivered it to the Archbishop of Canterbury, by whom it was placed 
on the altar. Тһе treasurer of the Boule id then delivered an ingot 
of gold, of one pound weight, to the lord great chamberlain, who 
having presented the same to the Queen, her Majesty delivered it 
to the archbishop, to be by him put into the oblation-basin, 

Her Majesty continuing to kneel, the prayer * O God, who 
dwellest in the high and holy place," &c., was said by the arch- 
bishop. At the conclusion of the prayer, her Majesty rose, and 
went, attended as before, to the chair of state. 

The regalia, except the swords, were then delivered, by the several 
noblemen who bore them, to the archbishop, and by his grace to the 
Dean of Westminster, to be laid on the altar; the great officers of 
state (with the exception of the lord great chamberlain), and the 
noblemen who had borne the regalia, going to their respective 
places; the Bishop of Durham stood on the right hand of her 
Majesty, with the noblemen carrying the swords on his right hand; 
the Bishop of Bath and Wells on her Majesty's left hand, and near 
him the lord great chamberlain, 

_ The noblemen bearing the swords (except the sword of state) con- 
tinued to stand on the south side of the area until the enthronisation. 


THE LITAXY 
was then read by the Bishops of Worcester and St. David's, kneeling 
at a faldstoo) above the steps of the area, in the centre of the east 
side thereof, the choir reading the responses. Atthe conclusion of 
the Litany, the bishops resumed their seats on the bench along the 
north side of the area. 


THE COMMUNION SERVICE, 
previously to which the choir sung the Sanctus — * Holy! Holy! 
Holy! Lord God of Hosts." Тһе archbishop then began the ser- 
vice, the Bishop of Rochester reading the epistle, and tlie Bishop of 
Carlisle the gospel. ‘The service being concluded, the bishops 
returned to their seats. 
THE SERMON 
was then preached by the Bishop of London. 


THE OATH. 

Тһе sermon being concluded, the Archbishop of Canterbury, ad- 
vancing towards the Queen, and standing before her, ministered the 
questions prescribed by the service; which having been answered by 
her Majesty, she arose from her chair, and, attended by her sup- 
porters and the lord great chamberlain, the sword of state alone being 
borne before her Majesty, went to the altar, where, kneeling upon 
the cushion placed on the steps, and laying her right hand on the 
holy Gospels, tendered to her Majesty by the archbishop, her 
Majesty took the coronation oath, kissed the book, and to a transcript 
of the oath set her royal sign-manual, the lord chamberlain of the 
household holding a silver standish for that purpose, delivered to him 
by an officer of the jewel-office. 

The Queen then returned to her chair, where her Majesty sat 
during the sermon, on the south side of the area. The following 
hymn was sung by the choir, the archbishop reading the first line, 
“ Соте, Holy Ghost, our souls inspire," &c. 


THE ANOINTING. 

Upon the conclusion of the hymn, the archbishop read the prayer 
preparatory to the anointing, ** O Lord, holy l'ather, who by anoint- 
ing with oil didst of old make and consecrate kings, priests, and 
prophets,” &c. At the conclusion of this prayer the choir sang the 
anthem, “ Zadok the Priest and Nathan the Prophet," &c. At the 
commencement of the anthem the Queen rose from her chair, went 
before the altar, and, attended by her supporters and the lord great 
chamberlain, the sword of state being borne before her, was disrobed 
of her crimson robe by the mistress of the robes, assisted by the lord 
great chamberlain, which was immediately carried into St. Edward’s 
Chapel by the groom of the robes. ў 

The Queen then proceeded to and sat down іп St. Edward's chair, 
covered with a cloth of gold, and with a faldstool before it, placed in 
front of the altar, when her Majesty was anointed ; four knights of 
the garter, viz. the Duke of Rutland, the Marquis of Anglesea, the 
Marquis of Exeter, and the Duke of Buccleuch (summoned by 
deputy garter) holding over the Queen’s head а rich pall or cloth of 

old, delivered to them by the lord chamberlain, who received it 
rom an officer of the wardrobe; and, the anthem being concluded, 
the Dean of Westminster took from the altar the ampulla containing 
the consecrated oil, and pouring some into the anointing spoon, the 
archbishop anointed her Majesty on the head and hands in the 
form of a cross, pronouncing the words, * Be thou anointed,” &c. 

The Queen then kneeling at her faldstool, the archbishop, stand- 
ing on the north side of the altar, pronounced the prayer after the 
anointing; when her Majesty, rising, resumed her seat іп St. Ed- 
ward's chair; the knights of the garter returned the pall to the lord 
chamberlain, to be by him delivered to the officer of the wardrobe, 
and then returned to their seats. 


THE SPURS. . 

After this, the dean took the spurs from the altar, and delivered 
them to the lord great chamberlain, who, kneeling down, presented 
them to her Majesty, who returned them, to be laid upon the altar. 


THE SWORD, 

The Viscount Melbourne, carrying the sword of state, then deli- 
vered it to the lord chamberlain, and, in lieu thereof, received from 
him another sword in а scabbard of purple velvet (presented to him 
by an officer of the jewel-office, who took charge of the sword of 
state), which his lordship delivered to the archbishop, who laid it on 
the altar, and said the prayer, “ Hear our prayer, о Lord, we be- 
seech thee, and so direct and support thy servant Queen Victoria, 
«с. 
The archbishop then took the sword from off the altar, and, аз- 
sisted by the Archbishops of York and Armagh, with the Bishops of, 
London, Winchester, and other bishops, delivered the sword into the 
Queen's right hand, saying, “ Receive this kingly sword," бс,

The Queen, rising up, then went to the altar, where her Majesty 
offered the sword in the scabbard (delivering it to the archbishop, 
who placed it on the altar), and then returned to and sat down in St. 
Edward's chair; the sword was then redeemed for 100s. by Viscount 
Melbourne, who received it from the dean, and carried it during the 
remainder of the solemnity, having first drawn it out of the scabbard,

THE ORB. 


The Queen then sitting down, the archbishop having received the 
orb from the dean, delivered it into the Queen’s right hand, saying 
“ Receive this imperial robe and orb," &c. Her Majesty then re- 
turned the orb to the dean, who laid it on the altar. 


THE RING, 


The lord chamberlain of her Majesty's household then receiving 
from the officer of the Jewel Office the ruby ring, delivered it to the 
archbishop, who put it on the fourth finger of the Queen’s right 
hand, saying, “ receive this ring,” &c. 


THE SCEPTRES. 


Тһе dean then brought from the altar, the sceptre with the cross 
and the sceptre with the dove, and delivered them to the archbishop. 


In the meantime the Duke of Bedford, as lord of the manor of 


Worksop, left his seat, and approaching the Queen, knelt, and pre- 
sented to her Majesty a glove, for her right hand, embroidered with 
the arms of Howard, which her Majesty put on. : 

The archbishop then delivered the sceptre with the cross into her 
Majesty's right hand, saying “ receive the royal sceptre, &c. ; and 
then the sceptre with the dove into her left hand, saying, * reccive 
the rod of equity,” &c.; and the lord of the manor of Worksop sup- 
ported her Majesty's right arm, and held the sceptre as occasion re- 
quired. 

THE CROWNING. 

The archbishop now stood before the altar, and having St. Edward's 
crown before him, took it into his hands, and consecrated it, and 
blessed it with the prayer, “ О God, who crownest thy faithful ser- 
vants with mercy," &c. Then the archbishop came from the altar, 
assisted by the Archbishops of York and a A with the Bishops 
of London, Winchester, and other bishops, the Dean of Westminster 
carrying the crown, which the archbishop placed on her Majesty’s 
head; when the people cried “ God save the Queen;” and imme- 
diately the peers and peeresses put on their coronets, the bishops 
their caps, and the kings of arms their crowns, the trumpets sound- 
ing, the drums beating, and the Tower and park guns firing by 
signal. 

S he archbishop then pronounced the exhortation, “ Be strong 
and of a good courage," &c. Тһе choir then sang the following 
anthem, * The Queen shall rejoice," &c. 


THE HOLY BIBLE. 


The dean then took the Holy Bible from the altar, and delivered 
it to Ше archbishop, who, attended and assisted as before, presented 
it to the Queen, saying * Our gracious Queen," &c. Тһе Queen 
then returned the Bible to the archbishop, who gave it to the dean, 
to be by him replaced on the altar, the archbishops and bishops re- 
turning to their seats. 


THE BENEDICTION AND ТЕ DEUM. 


The archbishop then pronounced the benediction, the bishops and 
the peers answering every sentence with aloud Amen. The arch- 
Nishop then turning to the people said, * And the same Lord God 
) Imighty grant,” &c. The 7e Deum was then sung by the choir, 
and at the same time the Queen removed to the Recognition Chair, 
on which her Majesty first sat, on the south-east side of the throne, 
the two bishops her supporters, the great officers of state, the noble- 
men carrying the swords, 'and the noblemen who had borne the re- 
galia, attending her Majesty. 


THE ENTH RONISATION, 


‚Те Deum being ended, the Queen then ascended the steps and was 
lifted into her throne by the archbishop, bishops, and peers around 


her, when three great officers of state, the noblemen bea ring the swords, 
and those who had borne the other regalia, gathered round the steps 
of the throne, and the archbishop standing before the Queen, pro- 
nounced the exhortation, © Stand firm and hold fast," &c. 


THE НОМАСЕ. 


‘The exhortation being ended, her Majesty delivered the sceptre 
with the cross to the Lord of the Manor of Worksop, to hold the same 
on her right hand, and the sceptre with the dove to the Duke of 


Richmond, to hold the same on her left hand, during the homage. 

The archbishop then knelt before the Quven, and, for himself and 
the other lords spiritual, pronounced the words of homage, they 
knecling around him, and saying after him. Тһе archbishop then 
kissed her Majesty’s hand, and the rest of the lords spiritual did the 
same and retired, 


Then the Dukes of Sussex and Cambridge, ascending the steps of 


the throne, and taking off their coronets, knelt before the Queen ; 
and the Duke of Sussex pronounced the words of homage, the Duke 
of Cambridge saying after him. Their royal highnesses then severally 
touched the crown*upon her Majesty's head, and kissed her left cheek, 
and then retired. Тһе dukes and other peers then advanced and per- 
formed their homage, the senior of each degree pronouncing the 
words, and the rest of the same degree saying after him, and each 
peer of the same degree, successively, touching her Majesty's crown, 
and kissing her Majesty's hand, and then retiring. At the conclusion 
of the homage, the Queen received the two sceptres from the Dukes 
of Norfolk and Richmond. 

During the ceremony of the h»mage, the choir sang the anthem, 
“ This is the day which the Lord hath made," &c., and the trea- 
sur.r of her Majesty's household threw about the medals of the 
coronation. 

THE HOLY SACRAMENT. 


After the anthem, the Bishops of Carlisle and Rochester received 
from the altar, by the hands of the archbishop, the patina and the 
chalice, which they carried into St. Edward's Chapel, and brought 
from thence the bread upon the platina, and the wine in the chalice, 
Her Majesty then delivered the sceptres to the Dukes of Norfolk 
and Richmond, and descended from her throne, attended by her sup- 
porters, and assisted by the lord great chamberlain, the sword of 
state being borne before her, and went to the altar, and, taking off 
her crown, delivered it to the lord great chamberlain, and then 
knelt down. Then the bishops delivered the patina and chalice into 
the Queen's hands; and her Majesty delivered them to the arch- 
bishop, who, having said the prayer, ** Bless, O Lord," «с, „теуетеп у 
placed the same upon the altar, covering them with a fair linen cloth. 
Lhe Queen, still kneeling, then made her 


SECOND OFFERING, 


(a purse of gold), which the treasurer of the household delivered 
to the lord great chamberlain, and he to her Majesty, from whom 
the archbishop received it. ‘The archbishop then said the prayer, 
“ O God, who dwellest,” &c. Her Majesty then went to her chair 
on the south side of the area, and knelt at her faldstool, 

When the archbishop and the dean, with the bishops’ assistants, 
had communicated, her Majesty approached the altar and received 
the sacrament, the archbishop administering the bread, and the dean 
of Westminster the cup. 

The Queen then having put on the crown, returned to her throne, 
receiving again the sceptre with the cross in her right hand, and the 
серіге with the dove in her left. 

һе archbishop then proceeded with the communion service, at 
the end of which the choir sang the anthem, “ Hallelujah! for the 
Lord God Omnipotent reigneth |" &c., which being concluded, the 
archbishop read the final prayers, and pronounced the blessing. 

Her Majesty then, attended by the two bishops her supporters, the 
great oflicers of state, the noblemen bearing the four swords before 
her, and the noblemen who had carried the regalia, descended into 
the arca, and passed through the door on the south side into St. Ed. 
ward's Chapel; the noblemen who had carried tHe regalia receiving 
Fei аи the Dean of Westminster as they passed by into the 

Her Majesty being in the chapel, and standin before the altar 
delivered the sceptre with the dod which her rE pak had borne in 
her left hand, to the archbishop, who laid it upon the altar. 

Her Majesty was then divested of her royal imperial mantle, or 
robe of state, and arrayed in her royal robe of purple and velvet by 
the lord great chamberlain. 

The archbishop then placed the orb in her Majesty's left hand, 


Тһе noblemen who had carried the gold spurs and St. Edward's 
staff then delivered the same to the dean, to be by him deposited on 
the altar of the chapel. 

Whilst her Majesty was in St. Edward's Chapel, the officers of 
arms arranged the procession for the return, so that all was ready to 
move at the moment when the Queen left the chapel. 

Her Majesty then proceeded out of the choir, and to the west door 
of the abbey; the Queen wearing her crown, and bearing in her 
right hand the sceptre with the cross, and in her left the orb; their 
Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess wearing their coronets. 
'The four swords were borne before the Queen in the same order as 
before. Тһе dean and prebendaries and the bishops who had carried 
the Bible, the chalice, and the patina remained in the choir. The 
noblemen who had severally carried the crown, the orb, the sceptre 
with the dove, the spurs, and St, Edward's staff, walked in the same 
places as before ; those who had staves and batons carrying the same; 
all peers weariug their coronets, and the archbishops and the bishops 
supporting her Majesty wearing their caps, and the kings of arms 
their crowns. 

Тһе swords and the regalia were received near the west door by the 
officers of the Jewel Office appointed for that purpose. 


After a short stay in the robing room prepared for her еу 
е- 


reception, a salute of twenty-one guns announced the Queen's 
parture from the abbey, preceded as on her arrival by her princely 
cortege. 


Her Majesty’s deportment throughout the imposing scene was 


marked by the simple dignity and self-possession which have distin- 
guished her royal ancestors on so many occasions of trial, while the 


effect on all who were present, either as spectators or as taking part 


in the ceremony, must have been most solemn and touching. 


THE QUEEN'S MARRIAGE. 


This was the next important event in the life of her Majesty, and 
was one which ihe nation must have long contemplated with some- 
what of anxiety ; and as it approached the most intense interest was 
manifested by all classes of her subjects. ‘This interest was inspired 
not less by their affection for her person than by considerations con- 


nected with the welfare of the country; indeed, we will venture to 
say, that had the popular feeling been consulted on the alliance, the 
question of political expediency would have altogether merged in 
anxiety for her Majesty s personal happiness. "That in the alliance 
contracted by our beloved sovereign that happiness was promoted to 
a degree very rare, if not unprecedented in royal marriages, the 


eventhas abundantly proved. Prince Albert Francis Augustus Charles 


Emanuel, of Saxe Coburg, was born on the 26th of August, 1819. 


When eleven years old ће came to England on a visit to the Duchess 


of Kent at Kensington Palace, and we believe received some lessons 
on various points of education in the society of the Princess Victoria. 
After completing his studies at Bonn he again visited England (in 
1838). It is unnecessary to particularise the genealozy of the 
Prince, it being familiar to most of our readers. His ancestors 
are distinguished by their gallant stand against the Emperor 
Charles V. in defence of Protestantism, The impression made by 
the Prince on his first appearance amongst us was a very favourable 
one, and he has the rare merit of having enhanced it by his demean- 
our in the exalted position to which he has been raised. ‘The cele- 
bration of the marriage was fixed for Monday the 10th of February, 
1840. Although the scene of preparation was confined to St. 
James's, the whole metropolis was in motion and excitement, and 
business of all kinds, by universal consent, was suspended. 

Space will not admit of a description of the various preliminaries 
and arrangements at Buckingham and St. James's Palaces. 
about ten minutes after twelve her Majesty left the former for the 
latter; the carriage procession followed, conveying the Queen and 
the great officers of her Majesty's household. 

The bridegroom, in the meantime, had arrived at the chapel, 
with his attendant officers and friends. ‘The bridegroom wore a 


field- marshal's uniform, with large rosettes of white satin on his 


shoulders. ‘There was some appearance of excitement in his 


demeanour, in the interval before the arrival of the Queen, but 


his bearing was manly and graceful. Тһе chapel had as early as 
eleven o'clock been occupied by the Queen Dowager and numerous 
noble and distinguished personages, among whom the Duke of Wel- 
lington was one of the earlicst arrivals, is Grace looked remark- 
ably well, and was very cordially received by the assembly. 
interval between the appearance of the Prince and that of the Queen 
was one of anxious expectancy, terminated at last by the announce- 
ment of her Majesty's approach, 

At the door of the chapel the drums and trumpets filed off, and 
the gentlemen at arms and others of the procession who were not 
privileged to witness the ceremony remained on the outside. 

On entering the chapel the Queen walked immediately up the 
aisle, and on reaching the haut pas knelt on her footstool in private 
devotion, and then sat down on the chair of state. ‘The various 
officers having now taken their seats, the coup «ал! was splendid. 
After a few seconds her SENSA rose, and advanced with the Prince 
to the communion table. The Church is no respecter of persons, 
and thus the rubric was adhered to in every particular, Тһе service 
was read with deep feeling and emphasis by the Archbishop of Сап- 
terbury, the Bishop of London making the responses. 

To the question, “ Albert, wilt thou have this woman to be thy 
wedded wife, to live together after God's ordinance in the holy estate 
of matrimony? Wilt thou love her, comfort her, honour, and keep 
her in sickness and in health ; and, forsaking all other, keep thee only 
unto her, so long as ye both shall live?" his Royal Highness, in a 
firm tone, replied, * I will.” 

To that, ** Victoria, wilt thou have Albert?to thy wedded husband, 
to live together after God's ordinance in the holy estate of таштопу 2 
Wilt thou obey him, and serve hiin, love, honour, and keep in sick- 
ness and in health; and, forsaking all other, keep thee only unto 
him so long as ye both shall live? her Majesty, in a voice audible in 
all parts of the chapel, replied, ** 1 will.” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury then said, “ Who giveth this 
woman to be married to this man?” 

His Royal Highness the Duke of Sussex, who now advanced, and 
taking her Majesty's hand, said, “ I do." Тһе Archbishop of Can- 
terbury then laid hold of her Majesty's hand, and pressing it in that 
of Prince Albert's, continued, his Royal Highness repeating after 
his Grace: — 

“1, Albert, take thee, Victoria, to be my wedded wife, to have 
and to hold, from this day forward, for better for worse, for richer for 
poorer, in sickness and in health, to love and to cherish, till death do 
us part, according to God's holy ordinance; and thereto I plight thee 
my troth." 

Her Majesty then said, with great distinctness, * I, Victoria, take 
thee, Albert, to be my wedded husband, to have and to hold, from 
this day forward, for better for worse, for richer for poorer, in sick- 
ness and in health, to love, cherish, and to obey, till death do us part, 
ereonding to God's holy ordinance; and thereto 1 give thee my 
roth,” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury then took the ring, a ‘plain gold 
one, from his Royal Highness, and placing it tothe fourth finger of 
her Majesty, returned it to Prince Albert, who put it on, repeating 
after his Grace these words:—‘ With this ring L thee wed, with my 
body I thee worship, and with all my worldly goods I thee endow; 
5 the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, 

теп.” 

The archbishop then repeated the beautiful prayer (her Majest 
and Prince Albert still landing at the алыр Tt eee 

“ О Eternal God, Creator and Preserver of all mankind, Giver of 
all spiritual grace, the Author of everlasting life, send thy blessing 
upon these thy servants, Victoria and Albert, whom we bless in thy 
name; that, as Isaac and Rebecca lived faithfully together, so these 
persons may surely perform and keep the vow and covenant betwixt 
them made (whereof this ring given and received is a token and 
Пісіре ), and may ever remain in perfect love and peace together, and 
ive according to thy laws, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

“ Those whom God hath joined together let no man put asunder.” 

The Park and ‘Tower guns then fired a royal salute. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury then proceeded :— 

“ Forasmuch as Albert and Victoria have consented together in 
holy wedlock, and have witnessed tho same before God and this

company, and thereto have given and pledged their troth either to 
other, and have declared the same by giving and receiving of a ring, 
and by joining of hands, I pronounce that they be man and wife 
together. Inthe name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. Amen. 

“ God the Father, God the Son, God the Holy Ghost, bless, pre- 
serve, and keep you ; the Lord mercifully with his favour look upon 
you, and so fill you with all spiritual benediction and grace, that ye 
may so live together in this life, that in the world to come ye may 
have life everlasting. Amen.” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury then repeated the Lord's Prayer, 
and concluded the service in the ordinary form, as prescribed in the 
Common Prayer, her Majesty and Prince Albert still standing before 
the communion table. 

Тһе service having concluded, the several members 
family who had occupied places around the altar returned 10 take 
their positions in the procession. In passing her Majesty they paid 
their congratulations, and the Duke of Sussex, after shaking her b 
the hand, affectionately kissed her cheek. After all had passed, wit 
the exception of the royal bride and bridegroom, her Majesty stepped 
across to the other side of the altar, where the Queen owager was 
standing, and kissed her. 

Prince Albert then took her Majesty's hand, and the royal pair 
left the chapel, all the spectators standing. 

The birth of the Princess Royal, on the 21st of November, re- 
lieved an anxiety, irrespective, we honestly believe, of whether the 
result would be a Prince or a Princess, with which the public had 
looked forward to the perilous crisis, lt was enough that OUR 
QUEEN WAS SAFE. The manifestations of joy on the occasion 
were universal and sincere. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES, 


The 9th of November — the popularity of which day had hitherto 
been confined to the city — was, in 1841, made imperishably тетог- 
able by the birth of an heir to the British throne. It is impossible 
to describe the gratification which this степе diffused through all 
classes of people. Of the many poctical effusions to which the event 
gave occasion, we venture to rescue from the oblivion of an obscure 
provincial paper the following

The preparations for the public christening of the heir-apparent, 
which took place on the 25th of January, 1842, were commensurate 
with the importance of the occasion, and, we may add, the exalted 
rank of the sponsors. "Гһе ceremony was appointed to take place in 
St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, which had been fitted up and deco- 
rated for the occasion with great magnificence and taste. · We have 
only space to describe the font, which is of too splendid a character 
to be passed by. It consists of four parts:—a golden salver, оп 
which rest a pedestal and bowl, used at the christening of Charles ІК; 
from this bowl springs another golden pedestal, surmounted by che- 
rubim, supporting the richly-chased gold font on which the Princess 
Royal was baptized. ОҒ the distinguished com any assembled to 
witness the solemnity were the Lord Chancellor, Lord Lowther, the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, the Marquis of Anglesey, the Duke of 
Richmond, the Duke of Wellington, the Earl of Haddington, Lord 
Wharncliffe, the Duke of Buccleuch, Earl Howe, the Duke of 
Buckingham, the Duke of Rutland, Sir Robert Peel, Count St. 
Aulaire, Chevalier Bunsen, Mr. Goulburn, Lord Fitzgerald, the 
Speaker of the House of Commons, the Duke of Sutherland, the 
Earl of Cardigan, the Earl of Ripon, the Earl of Aberdeen, the 
Duke of Newcastle, Lord Stanley, Sir James Graham, Sir H. 
Hardinge, Lord Denman, the Earl of Lincoln, Lord Willoughby 
uci the Duke of Hamilton, Sir Willoughby Gordon, 
Sir J. Macdonald, Sir G. Quentin, Sir W. Martins, Mr. Pem- 
berton, as Attorney-General of the Duchy, the Lord Mayor and 
Sheriffs, бс. &с. At half-past twelve o'clock the procession moved 
from the grand quadrangle, and shortly afterwards the Archbishop 
of Canterbury entered by the north aisle door, leading to the altar, 
and stood by the font, where he was joined by the Archbishop ot 
York, the Bishops of London, Norwich, Winchester, and Oxford. 
At a quarter before one the royal procession, leaving Wolsey's Hall, 
and entering the passage lcading to the aisles separated —the Queen 
with Prince Albert and their attendant entering the choir by the 
north door to the right; while the King of Prussia and his suite, 
turning to the left, approached the platform by a corresponding 
opening on the left, or the south aisle. His Majesty, who wore a 
field marshal's uniform, took his seat nearest the font; H. R. H. 
the Duchess of Kent then took her seat; next came the Duchess of 
Cambridge, the Duke of Cambridge, and the Princess Auguste of 
Cambridge. Тһе Queen а few seconds afterwards appeared, con- 
ducted by Prince Albert, in the costume of the Order of the Garter, 
preceded by the Lord Chamberlain and the Master of the House. 
hold. Her Majesty wore the robes of sovereign of the Order of the 
Garter, with jewels of the most costly kind. The great Duke stood 
behind the chair of the Queen, bearing the sword of state; and, 
notwithstanding the weight of which, his grace was observed on 
several occasions to take some pains in arranging her Majesty's 
train, which, hanging on the back of her chair, was liable to become 
entangled on her rising. Тһе service was performed by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in a most solemn and impressive manner, sup- 
ported by the Archbishop of York and the Bishops of Norwich and 

ondon. The sponsors were — His Majesty the King of Prussia; 
H. R. H. the Duchess of Saxe Coburg, by her proxy the Duchess 
of Kent; Н. R. Н. the Duke of Cambridge; Н. К. H. the 
Duchess of Saxe Gotha, by her proxy the Duchess of Cambridge ; 
H. R. H. the Princess Sophia, by her proxy the Princess Augusta 
of Cambridge; H. S. H. Prince Ferdinand of Saxe Coburg. 

The King of Prussia was remarkably distinct and precise in his 
responses to the usual questions. We should add that his Royal 
Highness the infant Prince's observance of the proprieties through- 
out the ceremony was beyond all praise. On the conclusion of the 
service he was kissed by the King, and after receiving the tender 
salutations of his royal mother, was carried into the chapter room 
by the Duchess of Buccleuch, the Lord Chamberlain going before 
with his wand of office. ‘The Hallelujah chorus was then chanted 
by the full choir, and the royal procession departed in the order in 
which they had entered. ‘The state banquet, which was afterwards 
given іп St. George's Hall, was on the most princely scale of mag.

HER MAJESTY ON BOARD THE VICTORY, 

Although professing to give only the leading features іп the life 
of the Queen, we cannot pass unnoticed her Majesty's visit to the 
Victory, which derived much of its interest from the fact of its 
having been a wholly unpremeditated one. On the 21st of October, 
1844, her Majesty, when at Portsmouth, was passing in the state 
barge to the Clarence Yard, when her attention was attracted to the 
Victory, by the circumstance of her being decked out with flags as 
well as by her firing a salute. Her Majesty asked for an explanation 
of some of her attendants, and was reminded that it was the anni- 
versary of the battle of Trafalgar. ‘The Queen immediately ex. 
pressed her intention of going on board the Victory, to which the 
barge according!y pulled, and to the surprise, and it may safely 
be added the delight, of both officers and crew, the foot of royalty 
was soon on the deck of the gallant ship Нег Majesty de- 
sired to be conducted to the spot where the great naval hero fell, 
which is indicated by a brass tablet, whereon was placed a wreath of 
laurel, either provided for the day, or kept in readiness on all occa- 
sions. The лса gazed on the spot for some time in silence; at 
last she stooped down, plucked two leaves from the wreath, and

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in her bosom. The event, touching in itself, and highly 
d MERE her Majesty's sensibility, must have been felt as a 
compliment to their profession by the gallant fellows by whom she 
was surrounded. The Queen then requested to be shown the spot 
where Nelson died ; and on her way to it it is understood that her 
gravity was somewhat disturbed by the blue-jackets whom she en- 
countered on her way, Jack being somewhat in dishabille, and, as 
we have stated, quite unprepared for the honour of the royal visit.

We have, however, too much 
confidence in the gallantry of the French nation to believe that the 
most violent democrats among them would not have forgotten 
“ perfidious Albion” in the loveliness and grace of her Queen, and 
received her with the enthusiasm which characterises the French as 
= [aed D of June, 1844, was made memorable by the presence of 
two foreign crowned heads іп England, namely, the Emperor of 
Russia and the King of Saxony. ‘The splendour and prestige which 
surrounded the one was in strong and interesting contrast with the 
unpretending simplicity of the other. Тһе visit of the Emperor was 
short, and pure:y complimentary to our fair and gracious Sovereign. 
His stay however, brief though it was, appears to have been pro- 
ductive of the highest gratification to his Imperial Majesty, who re- 
ceived from the nobility of the land the attention due to him as the 
sovereign of so vast a kingdom, and the ally of England. The mu- 
nificence with which he acknowledged, both at the time and on his 
return to. Russia, the reception he experienced, was worthy of so rich 
and powerful a sovereign. His Imperial Majesty was cordially wel- 
comed by our warm-hearted Queen, and sumptuously entertained at 
wine. S eat the King of Saxony, on the other hand, though of 
course a compliment to our young Queen and to the country, com- 
bined other objects ; indeed, ће appears to have affected rather the 
character of a philosopher than that of a king, and was unremitting in 
his researches into every thing connected with art, science, or manu- 
factures, Не visited the British Museum and other literary and 
scientific establishments. Тһе King of Saxony lost nothing by any 
comparison, in the minds of Englishmen, with the more powerful 
monarch, who, in most other countries, would, to use a nautical 
phrase, have taken the wind out of his sails. We have a monarch, 
‘second to none,” too often and familiarly before our eyes to be daz- 
zled by regal splendour from abroad, and the quiet, unassuming, yet 
dignified, King of Saxony experienced as much respect from the 
court and people of England as if he had been the proudest and most 
powerful monarch of the earth. | Ў 
Іп October, 1844, Louis Philippe returned the compliment, which 
~ had been paid to him by the Queen of England in the preceding 
^: year; and if the King had ever апу doubt of the pretensions of Eng- 
Излеп to the open-heartedness ascribed to their character, they 
‘must have vanished before the welcomes which awaited him when 
' ће appeared. Тһе manner in which he was greeted by the Queen at 
Windsor was most affectionate and touching, and the hospitality by 
which his Majesty’s stay at the castle was marked, was worthy the 
Queen of a great nation, and will not readily be forgotten by those 
who had the privilege of witnessing them. | A 
Тһе limits prescribed by the nature of this publication preclude us 
from giving any more than “ scenes ìn the life" of our gracious 
Queen ; and, indeed, want of space has compelled us to omit much 
that we would gladly have embodied in our sketch, which, it will beat 
once seen, is a personal, and not a politicalone. We havedwelt long,

NEW LAWS AND NEWSPAPERS. 


Ir is a happy thing for the good folks of England that the 
newspapers take pity on popular ignorance, and now and then 
enlighten the multitude on the nature of the laws they are re- 
quired to obey. Тһе police reports are the poor man's book of 
the Criminal Code. From the reporter's version of the judgments 
of the bench, thousands glean their only acquaintance with the 
quips and cranks and curious mysteries of our statute books, and 
the still more hidden meanings of the lex non scripta. 

Every parliamentary session completes some scores of new 
laws, which, one after another, and frequently in batches of a 
dozen at a time, receive the royal assent, and then come into 
action without the unhappy multitude being one whit the wiser. 
Once in operation, they hang over the heads of the people as did 
the fabled sword — or, rather, Пе hidden along the paths of life 
like veritable man-traps, and woe to the hapless offender who 
first treads upon them. 

It may be argued that it is impossible to teach all men all 
things, or that every one who reads the debates may know what 
passes and what docs not pass the ordeal of Parliament. Not 
so, however. Тһе debates are in the bulk built up of those 
subjeets which excite partizan attention rather than those of 
general public importance. This is natural enough, perhaps. 
Many of the debated measures contain points of doubt, whilst 
those of real and urgent value allow but little room for oratorical 
display. Меп of all parties acknowledge the necessity for their 
passing into law, and hence men upon all sides of the political 
arena vote for them in silence. Prepared by ministerial em- 
ployees, they are introduced under ministerial auspices, and pass 
quietly and quiekly — and the more quickly in proportion to the 
advanced stage of the session. Хо one but the Queen's printer 
and a few lawyers know much about them until they are infringed. 
Addressed to all, and obtainable by all, at a cost absurdly small, 
they yet are allowed to lie unheeded, until, like the man-trap in

racter of contemplated legislation, Such a summary has lately 
appeared, and the newspapers, despite the crush of railway news 
upon their crowded columns, have, in many instances, found a 
corner for а few of the most important points. We refer to the 
last report of the Commissioners on Criminal Law — а document 
highly valuable and interesting in itself, and one which has before 
afforded us a subject for remark, The next session of Parliament 
will most likely witness the enactment of laws to carry out the fol- 
lowing suggestions made upon the authority of a long array of 
high legal authorities, whose names grace this Eighth Reportupon 
the best means of ameliorating our Criminal Law. 
It is suggested — 


l. That grand juries be abolished. 

2. That police courts be established in each county or parlia- 
mentary division of a county, and in each town containing 40,000 
inhabitants. 

8. That stipendiary chairmen be appointed for the sessions. 

4. That the Crown prosecutors be attached to cach police court, 
and be authorised to conduct the entire criminal business of their 
respective districts; that one chief Crown prosecutor be appointed 
to manage all criminal informations in the Court of Queen's Bench, 
tate prosecutions; and that the Attorney- General be con- 


5. That the defendant shall, in all cases, be entitled to fifteen days 
from the date of the commencement of proceedings to the day of 
trial, having the power to wave such privileges, in case he shall 
deem it his interest to do 50. 

6. That five days before the trial the defendant shall, on request, 
be furnished with a copy of the indictment or information, a copy of 
the depositions, a list of the witnesses, aud a list of the jury panel, 
gratis; and that two days before the trial the defendant shall, on 
request, furnish the Crown attorney with a list of such witnesses as 
he intends to call to facts. 

7. That both the Crown prosecutor and the defendant shall be 
entitled to challenge peremptorily one full jury each, but no more, 
and that no challenge for cause be allowed. 

8. Thatat the Central Criminal Court, and at tho assizes, special 

| у that the application for 
their appointment may be made by either party to the police magis- 
trate; and, in case of his refusal to grant an order, to one of the su- 
perior judges; and those jurors shall discharge their duties without 
remuneration. 

Lastly. ‘That where the defendant's innocence is clearly esta- 
blished at the trial, the judge shall be empowered to award him his 
costs. 


Whilst upon this subject we may draw attention to two new 
laws highly important to every one who has, or who may have, 
money in the funds. These statutes were passed at theend of last 
session, and are almost entirely unknown to those most intimately 
concerned in their operation. 


The first of these (8 and 9 Victoria, c. 6) enacts, that all the divi- 
dends upon stock unclaimed forten years shall be transferred to the 
National Debt Commissioners, the stock alone having been trans- 
ferred in the previous state of the law, and contains the useful clause: 

“ And be it enacted, that no re-transferofany capital stock exceed- 
ing the sum of 20/., or of any terminable annuities exceeding 17. per 
annum, shall be made from the account of the said Commissioners, 
under the authority of the said recited Act, to any person or persons, 
nor shall payment be made under the authority of the said recited 
Act, or of this Act, of any dividends or dividend « xceeding 20. in the 
whole, until three calendar months after appiication shall have been 
made for the same, nor until such notice shall have been given thereof 
as the said Governor and Company are hereinafter authorised to re- 
quire; and it shall be lawful for the said Governor and Company to 
require the person or persons making such application to give such 
public notice by advertisements in one or more newspapers circulating 
in London and elsewhere, as the said Governor and Company shall 
think fit; and every such notice shall state the name, description, and 
addition of the person in whose name the unclaimed stock or dividends 
stood when trausferied to the said Commissioners, and the amount 
thereof, and the name of the claimant, and the time at which such re- 
transfer or payment will be made if no other claimant shall sooner 
appear and make out his claim; and when and so often as any such 
stock shall be directed to be transferred, or such dividends to be 
paid, by any order of the High Court cf Chancery, such notice shall 
also state the purport or effect of such order.” 

The other Act (8 and 9 Victoria, сар. 7.) refers to testament- 
ary dispositions of funded property, and the result of its operation 
will be, that the Bank will require all the executors of a will to jou 
іп a transfer of stock. ‘The following clause, respecting stockholders 
legally incompetent to act, is considered highly important : — 

“Апа whereas it frequently happens that stock is s:anding in the 
name of infants, or persons of unsound mind, jointly with persons not 
under any legal disability 10 act, and such last-mentioned persons are 
not able to attend personally to receive the dividends thereon, and no 
power of attorney can be granted for the receipts of such dividends, 
be it therefore enacted, that whenever it shall happen that any stock 
shall be standing in the name of any infant or person of unsound 
mind, jointly with any person not under any legal disability to act, it 
shall be lawful to and for such last-mentioned person, by l.t er of 
attorney under his hand and seal, attested by two more credible wit- 
nesses, to authorise some other person to receive the dividends due 
and to accrue due on such stock; and the payment of any such 
dividend to any person so appointed shall discharge the said Governor 
and Company of the Bank of England in respect thereof; provided 
always, that it shall be lawful for the said Governor and Com;any, 
before acting on any such letter of attorney, to require proof to the 
satisfaction of the said Governor and Company of the age of avy such 
infant, or of the unsoundness of mind of such person, by the declara- 
tion of competent persons, to be made in pursuance of the Act passed 
in the sixth year of the reign of his late Majesty, authorising the sule 
stitution of a declaration in lieu of an oath in certain cases.”

RELIGIOUS Scuisms.—‘ We think it right," says the “ Siecle,” “to call the 
attention of our readers to the foliowing facts relative to the schism stirred up by 
Czerski. The Neo-Catholics of Dantzic and Konisberg have met in synod at 
Marienwerder, hey have determined to adopt the profession of faith of the 
Council of Leipsic, to term themselves Catholic Christ ans (Christ Katnolisch), 
and not to resort to any secret measures іп order to be recognised by the «state. 
The Christian- Catholic priests have, moreover, been dirccted to take no other 
theme for their serious than that of universal love among men. T hey shoutd 
never pronounce a word of hatred nor intolerance against the members о! any 
other religion, be it what it may. The synod has addressed a letter to Czerski, 
in which it states to him that that assembly had seen with pain that ће ( Czer. ki) 
had upon various occasions endeavoured to excite religious quarrels upon the 
subject of the personal divinity of Christ; that he frequently retracted the 
foliowing day that which he had advanced the previous evening; and again, that 
he frequently adhered in his speeches to the dead-letter, and appeared to like 
theologico-scholastical discussions; that consequently the sjno4 enjoins him 
never to create any т ew schism, and declares to him that if he do not subscribe 
purely and simply to the resolutions of the Council of Leipsic he might preach 
upon his own account; but that the community, which has not the slightest 
occasion for priests, would no longer attend to his words, which too frequently 
reminded the community of the once Catholic priest, who instead of union 
preached disunion, aud hatred in place of love, under the pretext of a theological 
question,”

DREADFUL ACCIDENT ON THE SHEFFIELD BRANCH OF THE 
MIDLAND RAILWAY. 


Between the hours of six and eight o'clock on Saturday evening last, some 
miscreant or miscreants in human form, with an object little short of a desire for 
the wholesale massacre or mutilation of his or their fellow-creatures, committed 
a most diabolical act, by which a dreadful accident was caused on the Midland 
line of railway, close to the Holmes station, where a short brauch of half a mile 
in length connects the Sheffield and Rotherham Railway — now amalgamated 
with the Midland — with the main line at Masbro. At ha f-past seven o'clock a 
train left the Sheffield station, consisting of three passengers’ carriages, contain- 
ing between sixty and seventy passengers, a parcel-van, and eleven luggage-wag- 
gons, to join the down-train from London, which was due at the Masbro station 
at eight o'clock, and with which it was to proceed forward to Leeds. Тһе par- 
cel-van and waggons were placed next the engine and tender, and the passenger 
carriages at the tail of the train. When the train arrived at the Holmes, the 
engine-driver, in conformity with the general orders from the superintendent of 
the line, Mr. Somerville, slackened his speed, as, in passing from the Sheeld 
and Rotheram line to the branch above alluded to, there is a very sharp curve 
round the corner of the station. At this place the train was not proceeding ata 
greater speed than ten or twelve miles an hour, and had not passed the station 
more than fifty or sixty yards, when it was suddenly stopped by some obstacle, 
and the engine and tender, with the force of the shock, were lifted off the rail 
and thrown on their broadside across the up and down lines; the engine-driver, 
а man named John Edwards, and the fireman, Hugh Lissington, were thrown а 
distance of ten or twelve yards, and lay insensible for several minutes ; three of 
the luggage-waggons and the parcel-van were thrown off the line, and the guard, 
John Ducker, who was seated on the last carriage but one, with his back to the 
engine, was thrown with great violence upon the roof of the carriage in front of 
him, and fortunately escaped injury by catching hold of the rail on the top of the 
carriage. Two of the waggons were smashed to pieces, and a third rendered 
useless by the concussion. The shock was felt severely by the whole of the 
passengers, who were thrown from their seats, but providentially, from being at 
во great a distance from the engine, none of them received any injury beyond a 
shock and a few bruises. The guard immediately dismounted, and found the 
engineman and stoker creeping, as well as they could with the contusions they 
had received, to an edge bottom. ‘The passengers as soon as possible got out of 
the carriages, and search was then made to ascertain the cause of the accident, 
when it was found that a set of “ points," used for putting waggons on a side line, 
had been wedged open with an iron chair and a piece of limestone, so that it was 
impossible for a train to pass over without being thrown off theline. Thetwo 
men who were injured were, as soon as possible, conveyed to Sheffield, and sur- 
gical aid provided, and it was found that they had not received any grcater injury 
than several severe contusions from the violence of their fail, and that they are 
now fast recovering, ‘he shock was so severe as not only to throw the engine, 
tender, and waggons off the line, but the engine was so much damaged as to be 
entirely unfit for work, the wheels being driven into the fire-box, and the driv- 
ing-wheel so damaged as to be quite motionless. The passengers were now 
compelled to walk forward to the Masbro station. A number of men were im- 
mediately set to work, and by six o'clock on Sunday morning the enzine and 
waggons were cleared off the line so as to allow the trains to pass without ob- 
struction. The passengers by the three o'clock mail train were conveyed to the 
place where the line was obstructed, when they had to walk a short distance, 
and were conveyed forward to Shefficld by another train which was in waiting. 
The engine was removed soon after six o'clock, and it required the assistance of 
three other engines to slide it on the line to the engine house at Masbro, as the 
wheels were quite motionless. ‘Ihe report of this accident has naturally caused 
great excitement in the neighbourhood, as it is only a few months since that, 
within a short distance of the same place, and at two distinct times, several large 
wooden “ sleepers "апа large pieces of iron werc laid across the rails, and it was 
only through the vigilance of the company’s servants that the train escaped 
being thrown off the line on both occasions. A train had passed over the 
“ points” where this accident took place at six o'clock, and all was then safe. 
The Midland Company, anxious for the public safety, have issued placards offer- 
ing a reward of 109 guineas to any person who shall produce evidence to cause 
the conviction of the perpetrators of this villainous act.

‘DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IN BLACKFRIARS.—LOSS OF LIFE. 


Yesterday afternoon, about a quarter before two o'clock, an alarming fire 
broke out in the warehouses belonging to Sir Charles Price and Co., oil and 
colourmen, situate at the bottom of William Strect, New Bridge Street, the store- 
house abutting on the north-west side of the Thames, nearly adjoining Black- 
friars Bridge, at the right hand of which are the City Chartered Gas Works — 
the only intervening building being that of Messrs. Hoppe, coal merchants, the 
gasometers being immediately contiguous; So large a body of gas being in such 
near contact to thé flames na:urally caused serious apprehensions in the neigh- 
bourhood — apprehensions which were considerably increased when it became 
known that several tons of oil, vitriol, and turpentine were upon the burning 
premises ; as well also, it was feared, a large quantity of gunpowder. Scarcely 
à quarter of an hour elapsed before sixteen or seventeen engines were upon the 
spot, all of which were quickly supplied with water ; and іп а few minutes more 
the floating engine, usually moored on the eastern side of Southwark Bridge, 
was brought up, and, it fortunately being high water, placed almost close to the 
burning pile. As this engine sent forth a volume of water exceeding а ton per 
minute, the effect was sperd ly seen in the partial subjugation of the flames, and 
it was hoped that all danger would shortly be at an end, These hopes, however, 
меге not realised ; for the conflagration again burst forth with redoubled fury, 
caused by the bursting of some carboys containing turpentine. The burning 
liquid immediately spread the fire all around, and running with the greatest 
rapidity into the Thames ignited some of the coal barges, of which two were 
much injured and sunk. In its progress the lighted turpentine came into con- 
tact with two fire-engines which had been brought into the interior, the men 
engaged on which were hastily compelled to make their escape, but the whole of 
the wood-work was entirely destroyed, leaving nothing but the iron behind. 
One of the brigade establishment, желеу we аге sorry to state, was not so 
fortunate as his companions, as the sudden irruption of the flames scorched him 
so severely that he was carried to St. Bartholomew's Hospital with but litle 
expectation of surviving the injury. The Пред turpentine then floated upon 
the river, and soon caught one portion of the floating- engine, when those in the 
direciion caused her to be moored near the middle of the Thames; but the 
flames caused so much fright aud consternation among about fifty coal-men, who 
were engaged in working her, that the whole jumped pell-mell into the water. 
This incident occasioned great confusion, and the efforts of those who were near 
in boats were of course directed to the extrication of the men who were in such 
imminent peril, though we cannot state positively that some unfortunate indi- 
vidual may not have perished. ludeed, it was said that two individuals are 
missing who are known to have been assisting. The floating engine havin 
thus suddenly become unmanned, the conflagration increased for a time, an 
spread itself, on the left, to the premises cf Messrs. Capel, coal-merchants, which 
are partially destroyed ; ard, on the right, to those of Messrs. Hoppe, adjoining 
the gas-works, the whole interior of which is levelled to the ground, leaving only 
the outer wall facing the river standing.

However, when consternation and 
apprehension were at their height the flames sensibly diminished, as the соп- 
sequence of ‘the very pront and well directed exertions which were made by the 
firemen, At four o'clock the fire wag mastered, without further damage than 


danger in which they were placed, messengers were dispatched to all the 
keepers and large establishments in the vicinity, to request that they would іп- 
stantly light up the gas in their various premises, and thus, 
quantity in the gasometer, considerably decrease the amount of damage that 
would have occurred had an explosion taken place. This ге 
complied with, and the shops in Fleet Street and neighbourhood consequently 
presented the unusual appearance of being all lighted up at

On Sunday a large бге took place at Mr. Isaac Livermore's Old Park Farm, 
Great Waltham. The engine was immediately conveyed to the farm, on reach- 
ing which, however, it was found that the who'e'of the out-building$ were en- 
veloped in flames, and that exertions were almost useless, except for the pre- 
servation of the dwelling-house. Іп a very short time the devouring element 
had laid low the two large barns, the stables, cart-sheds, pigstyes, henhouse, and 
granary, destroying also a number of valuable implements. "There was only one 
horse in the stable, which was fortunately saved. The wheat barn was filled 
with a most beautiful crop, considered (ће best Mr. Livermore ever had there, 
and worth 5007. Тһе barley barn, in which the fire was first discovered by the * 
looker, was also quite fu!l ; it was еее; enough for a waggon and horses to 
turn in it, and said to be one of the largest, if not the largest, in Essex. The estate 
belongs to Guy's Hospital, and the buildings, valued at 10007., were uninsured, 
the governors of the hospital setting their losses in. such cases against the heavy 
sum it would require to protect their property. .'The crops and implements were 
fully insured in the Essex Economic, upon whom will devolve a loss of about 
6007. There appears to be every reason to f-ar that this fire, which has consumed 
the produce of nearly 100 acres, was the work of an incéndiary.

FIFTY HOUSES BURNT NEAR EXETER. 


On Monday the following deplorable intelligence was made known to the prin- 
cipal fire insurance offices in the city, through the medium of theif agents, ге- 
lative to a terrific conflagration occurring at the market town of Mortonhamp- 
stead, Devonshire, levelling in its progress no fewer than fifty dwelling-houses, 
besides consuming a vast amount of property. Тһе ill-fated town is situated 
about twelve miles W. by S. of the city of Exeter, containing a population of 
It stands rather romantically on the confines of Dart- 


town comprises a long street, with two or three smaller ones leading into it. 
Most of the buildings are somewhat of an ancient form, and the woollen trade is 
its chief support. 

From letters received, it appears that the fire was discovered shortly after mid- 
night on Saturday morning, issuing from a baker's bakehouse at the rear of his 


dwe!ling-house, in one of the small thoroughfares called Cross Street, between 
the Bell Inn and the Westof England Agency Office. Notwithstanding the late- 


ness of the hour, the most active and prompt measures were adopted by the 


authorities to suppress the flames whilst in their infancy, by calliag into requisi- 


tion all the buckets in the neighbourhood, and throwing a copious supply of 
water on the burning property. Тһе wind, however, which was blowing rather 
brisk, scattered the fire on to the roof of the dwelling, which being thatched, 
like most of the houses in the town, and in an ин dried condition, it 
kindled with astonishing rapidity, extending to the several apartments of the 
building almost at the same moment. Тһе houses on each side, occupied by 
small tradespeople, in less than five minutes afterwards ignited, and the flames 
progressing along the thatched roofs, six contiguous dwellings were fired. The 
excitemeut that reigned throughout the town under the circumstances may be 
well conceived. A small engine was quickly brought to the scene of destruction, 
but the hose was in such a disgraceful condition as to ге дег it next to useless, 
In the mean while the destructive element raged with uncoutrolable fury, house 
after house caught fire without the least means being at hand to save them, and 
by twoo'clock the conflagration had assumed a most awful aspect. The whole 
of the houses on one side of Cross Street were in one immense blaze, and the 
town being situated on an eminence, the country was illuminated for many miles 
round, attracting thousands to the spot. 1t was not until this period, from some 
oversight, probably, that an express was forwarded to Exeter for the aid of the 
city engines, and for the subsequent two hours the confusion in the town was of 
the most pitiable description. In the different streets were to be seen families 
running to the adjacent meadows, with their trifling household furniture, fearfül 
that their respective homes would be destroyed by the progressing destructive 
visitation, By three o'clock it may be said that the fire reached its height. ]t 
had gained the houses in Fore Street, aud at one timethere could not have been 
less than twelve or fourteen burning from their basements to the roof. The 
authorities at this juncture, fearing that the whole town would fall a sacrifice, as 
there was certainly every appearance of it, wisely determined upon pulling some 
of the buildings down, with a view of stopping the course of the conflagration, 
A number of labourers were instantly set to effect that object in Cross Street and 
Fore Street, and engines from Exeter having by that time arrived, the work of 
destruction by six o'clock was got under. The town now presents а most deso- 
late appearance. The whole of Cross Street, (гот the West of England Agency 
Office to the Bell Inn, is now in ruins, while a part of Fore Street [presents a 
similar deplorable sight.

across one field and the other across the other field, They did not fire, nor did 
they start any game ; tut one of the persons said to the other, * If any had flew 
up we should have had a cut at them.” The witnesses said, after the avove two 
persons had left some time, they heard a gun fired four times at a distance, which 
gun they supposed was fired by Stokes and his companion, but they did not see 
them fire, nor did they know that it was the, The magistrates considered the 
offence proved. They inquired if Stokes ha ! ) 
were informed that he had not. In consequence of this, the magistrates said the 
fine would be mitigated. They ordered Stokes to pay a fine and costs of 
24, 2s. 6d. in fourteen days, and їп delault one month's imprisonment in Aylose 
bury gaol.

BANKRUPTCY AND INSOLVENCY. — А bill, which was ordered to be printed at 
the close of last session, for consideration during the recess, on the difficult law 
of bankruptcy and insolvency, was issued on Saturday last. The object of the 
measure is, to afford to creditors a greater protection against fraud and wilful 
extravagance than at present exists, so as to turn the tide, which the framers 
consider has flowed in an opposite direction. Perhaps the middle course would 
be best. The bill, which was brought into the House of Commons by Mr. Hawes 
and Mr. Masterman, contains twenty-one provisions and four schedules. |t is, 
in the first part, proposed to make the law respecting the summoning of a trader 
more simple іп its proceedings, and not to allow a defeat by а side wind. On 
certain offences being proved in bankruptcy or insolvency, the protection offered 
is to be withdrawn from the parties ; and in cases where the result is! imprison- 
ment, an application in the first instance must be made to the court w thdrawin 
the protection. Pensions are to be made liable to the bankrupt laws, and a ric 
fund, called ** The Secretary of Bankrupts’ Fund," is to be made practicall 
useful in paying the expenses of severa proceedings. It is proposed that all 
bills of sale which are not registered shall be void as against assignees— an open 
registration of such matters would be an essential service to the trading com- 
munity. Тһе effects of a deceased trader may be administered by the court 
where no executor or administrator has been appointed — a new mode of pro- 
ceeding on the part of creditors. The provision to repeal other acts inconsistent 
with the present will, to prevent difficulties, require to be better defined. The 
suggestions contained in this measure will, no doubt, meet with attention when 


further alterations are proposed in the law of bankruptcy and insolvency.
